Commissioners’ Report 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State of New 
Hampshire, the commissioners of Rockingham County here- 
with present the annual report of the county commissioners, 
clerk of Superior Court, sheriff, solicitor, superintendent of 
the County Farm and House of Correction, farm physician, 
farm chaplain, and auditors for the year ending December 
31, 1935. 

Once again it becomes our duty to make a brief report to the 
citizens of Rockingham County. You will note from the 
financial report that the loss for the year has been $22,492.48. 
It is fitting at this time to explain the reason for this loss. In 
the first place we were given to understand that through the 
passage of bill No. 296 the State of New Hampshire would 
reimburse the counties, cities and towns for 50% of all relief 
expenditures. Owing to the Federal government making 
only one payment to the state of $50,000 for direct relief, the 
funds appropriated by the state for relief were exhausted at 
the end of October. Therefore, your county had to assume the 
full burden of relief during November and December, making 
an additional expenditure of over $14,000. Secondly, the sum 
of $3,472.91 has been spent towards the construction of the 
New Mitchell Memorial Hospital as authorized by your 
county delegation. Thirdly, we under-estimated the cost of 
relief for the year 1935. Through the press and over the radio 
the Federal government gave the people of this country to 
understand that a great public works program would start by 
August 1, 1935, and would therefore place in employment 
many people previously on relief rolls. These plans did not 
materialize and less than one hundred people in Rockingham 
County had gone to work on P. W. A. projects, prior to 
November 1. 

Regarding the County Home and Hospital at Brentwood, 
we are pleased to report a busy and profitable year. We were 
able to carry on this institution within the appropriation allot- 
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ted to us by the county delegation. More revenue was realized 
from the farm in 1935 than in any previous year, the amount 
being $19,205.63. 

In the passing of Dr. Abram Mitchell we experienced a great 
loss. For over forty years he had served as farm physician, 
honored and respected by all. We feel that we were fortunate 
in being able to secure the services of Dr. Fred Fernald, of 
Nottingham, to fill the vacancy caused by Dr. Mitchell’s 
death, and at this time we extend to bim our grateful apprecia- 
tion for the service he is rendering at our institution. To our 
superintendent and matron and to all other employees of the 
institution we also extend our thanks for the efficiency and 
patience given in the care of all those within the institution. 

We are pleased to report that through efficient breeding and 
culling, we have built up one of the finest herds of es 
cattle within our state. 

The Mitchell Memorial Hospital, autborized by the county 
delegation, has been brought along as rapidly as possible, con- 
sidering the weather, although it was late in October before 
the excavation was started. This has been completed and the 
foundation is nearly completed. We are in hopes that soon 
after the middle of this March the general contractor can 
commence the laying of the brick walls. 

Several necessary repairs have been made at the farm in 
order to keep the buildings up to the standard, to which 
we felt the citizens would wish them kept. Your county 
property at Portsmouth and at Exeter has required many 
repairs and improvements. The Portsmouth Court house, 
with the exception of the large court-room and the Judge’s 
room, has been repainted and varnished through a W. P. A. 
project. The interior of the Portsmouth Jail was repainted. 
The Exeter Court House received new carpets and curtains. 

Owing to the fact that many new families, through unemploy- 
ment, have been obliged to ask for relief, it has increased the 
work of the commissioners to the point where it is now a full 
time job. It has been necessary to hire one full time investiga- 
tor and two others on part time to help us in this work. Old 
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age applications have become very numerous. Through in- 
vestigation several cases were necessarily turned down for the 
protection of our property owners. There has also been a great 
increase in the number of cases of needy blind. 

We wish at this time to thank the members of the county 
delegation for their untiring efforts and judgment in studying 
out the county’s problems and for discharging them in so 
efficient a manner, endeavoring at the same time to do this 
economically and for the best interests of the tax payers. 

To all citizens within the county we cordially invite you to 
meet with us on any Wednesday at the County Farm for the 
transaction of any business connected with our county or for 
the inspection of the farm buildings. On each Friday we are 
in session at the Portsmouth Court House, on the first Monday 
of each month at the Derry office and on the third Tuesday at 
the Records Building in Exeter.

The greater part of the appeal cases involved violations of 
the motor vehicle law and the small number remaining were 
for the most part private complaints for offenses against the 
person. 

The cases presented to the grand jury concerned chiefly the 
crime of petty larceny which, by reason of breaking and enter- 
ing being involved in the crime, had to be treated as a felony. 

The death of Frank L. Woods, of Portsmouth, occurred at 
Hampton Beach on the night of August 24th and at first 
appeared to be first degree manslaughter. After investigation, 
it appeared that Clarence Shaw, of Medford, was guilty of no 
greater crime than that of aggravated assault, the elements of 
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manslaughter being lacking. Shaw plead nolo to a charge of 
aggravated assault and paid a fine and costs in the sum of six 
hundred dollars. 

At the April Term there were four persons sentenced to 
terms at State Prison and at the October Term there were 
two persons sent to State Prison. The remainder of those 
committed were sentenced to the jail or house of correction 
for terms ranging from thirty days to one year.
